When 
this would result in a damag- 
ed original, or when it is more 
expedient to use photostats, 
then stats are used. 

- There are, indeed, two let- 
tering styles, Mike. THE SPIR- 
IT lettering from 1947. to 
1950 was created by Abe Ka- 
negson. Later segments were 
done by assistants, using a 
slightly different lettering ap- 
proach. 

We've heard rumor, too, 
about THE SPIRIT TV special, 
Mike, but at present we're 
not at liberty to discuss it.
